WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug 4 — A fresh page In the 
history of C hinese A m erican affairs stem s on the eve of 
being w ritten. 
The dep artm en t of stale has announced 
th at it Is prepared to take up negotiations looking toward 
w hatever revision m ay be needed In respect to Chinese 
m atters, w ith especial reference to the tariff and ertra- 
territoriality. 
C hina has for to long been Involved In the turmoil of 
Internecine w arfare th at th ere Is a special freshness 
about the idea of anything so stab le as treaty negotia­ 
tions but out of the w elter of hostilities among the great 
war lords o f the C hinese provinces has come a fusion 
under the N ational forces. 
This, Secretary of Plate 
Kellogg believes, bes brought about an authority suf­ 
ficiently centra) and stable to m ake treaty negotiations 
possible. 
The U nited S tates already has accorded de facto recog­ 
nition to the N ationalist governm ent of China. 
It only 
rem ains for solem n assurances to he exchanged concern 
Ing th e handling of tariff m atters and the protection of 
American rights to bring about withdrawal of American 
troops now on Chinese territory, and then a recognition 
de Jure; that Is, a resumption of complete diplomatic 
relations with mutual recognition of the laws of the land 
The new treaty negotiations will look merely toward 
revision of what previously has been drawn. 
The Unit 
ed States refuses to adopt the Idea that the old treaties 
have been or can be abrogated. 
It has been the dlplo 
mafic policy of the United States for many years to deal 
with China on m atters affecting Chinese and Americans 
solely. 
W here general International questions are lnvolv 
ed. other Interested nations are called to the conference 
table. 
Secretary Kellogg, however, has Intimated that he

Hits Levy on Real Property. 
“The last legislature, to meet the 
state bills, passed a six-tenths of a 
mill levy on real property which is 
nothing more thau a mortgage on 
your home and even your life insur­ 
ance policy. 
It’s the first levy of it’s 
kind since Governor Davis had it re 
pealed six years ago. I’m saying every­ 
where I go that if I am entrusted with 
state affairs there will never be any 
tax on real property excepting In 
case of a crisis such as fires or floods.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Satisfied that 
he Is making rapid strides in his 
drive to capture the farm vote of the 
middle west. Governor A. Smith will 
return to Albany tomorrow to begin 
work on the final draft of his ac­ 
ceptance speech. 
He expects to com­ 
plete the address he will deliver on 
August 22, in formally accepting the 
presidential nomination, In about ten 
day and then he may take a brief va­ 
cation In the Adirondacks. 
Jubilant 
because 
George N. Peek 
of Moline, III., who claims to be the 
spokesman for a million farm ers In 
the corn belt, has announced he will 
support his candidacy. Governor Smith 
Is quietly laying plans to win the sup 
port of o*her farm leaders. 
Within the next two days the Gov­ 
ernor expects to have several confer­ 
ences at the executive mansion at 
Albany with farm leaders. 
These 
m eetings are to be arranged by Peek 
who has signified his intention of tak­ 
ing an active part in Sm ith’s cam­ 
paign. 
Leading members of the com­ 
mittee of twent-two of the North Cen­ 
tral states’ Agricultural conference, of 
which Peek is chairman, are to be In­ 
vited to discuss farm relief w ith the 
governor at Albany. 
The governor will wait until after 
he has conferred with the farm lead­ 
ers before drafting, that part of his 
acceptance speech In which he will 
deal exclusively with the agricultur­ 
al problem. 
He has repudiated the 
equalization fee as contained in the 
McNary-Haugen bill but has declared 
In favor of the principle of controlling 
the sale of farm surplus and assessing 
the cost on the group benefited. 
He 
will m ake his stand on the equaliza­ 
tion fee plan in his speech of accept­ 
ance and will say, according to his 
close friends, that he intends to have 
the details worked out by a committee 
of experts in the event of his election. 
In his drive to win the farm vote, 
the governor is understood to have 
told Peek he intends to deliver a 
series of speeches in the middle west­ 
ern states during the latter p art of 
Septem ber. 
A fter 
announcing 
he 
would support the Democratic ticket, 
one of the things Peek is said to have 
told the governor it th at he should 
make a personal campaign In the farm 
states. 
Because of his stand on farm relief, 
the governor and big advisers are said 
to feel th at there is more than an even 
chance of winning the support of for­ 
mer Governor Frank O. Lowden, of 
Illinois. 
For years Peek has been a 
close friend of Lowden and It Is un­ 
derstood he will use his influence 
with the former Illinois executive to 
win him to the Smith standard.

“You've heard me speak of 
Mr. Poirot? 
It was In 1904 he and I worked together— 
the Abercrombie forg ery case—you remember, he was 
run down In Brussels. 
Ah, 
those were great days, 
Mooaler. 
Then, do you remember ‘Biron’ Altara? There 
was a pretty rogue for you! 
He eluded the clutches of 
half the police In Europe. 
But we nailed him In Ant 
werp—thanks to Mr. Poirot here.” 
As these friendly reminiscences were being induldged 
In, I drew nearer, and was introduced to Deteetive-In 
specter Japp. who In his turn, introduced ua both to his 
companion. Superintendent Summerhaye. 
“I need hardly ask what you are doing here, gentle 
men,” remarked Poirot.
